I'll kill him.' 


"I told him that there were so many 


people getting shot that If a man was 
convicted of murder, there was not a 
very good chance of escaping. Besides 
I told him that the proof was very 
slight, and that there was no legal jus- 
tification, and besides, that he was a 
poor man and that he had no money 
to defend himself with. 


"He said he was a poor man, over 


CO years of age. 
He had been a hard 


worker all his life and now his home 
was broken up and the outlook was 
dark. 'If the jury hangs me,' he said,

ence.'

Soon alter moving with his wife to 


Oakland, Moffett joined the Carpenters' 
Union which was then in a flourishing 
condition. 
He became active in ad- 


vancing its interests and in 1891 and 
1892 was elected to the position of pres- 
ident, a position which, by reason of 
his intelligence and general Informa- 
tion, he was competent to fill. 


Bad times came along about a year 


after, and the union as a consequence 
dwindled away and finally went out of 
existence. It was subsequently 
re- 


vived, but Moffett did lipjt take the 
same interest in the new grganization 
that he:,had token in the old one. This 
was owing in the main to the fact that 
in the search of employment he was 
frequently compelled to absent himself 
from the city. 


Moffett was always considered a good 


and enterprising citizen, and was nev- 
er suspected to be of a sanguinary dis- 
position. He had the respect of bis co- 
workers, and during the agitation of 
the school bond issue of 1S92 he was 
unanimously chosen to act as chair- 
man of a mass meeting of mechanics 
which was held in G-ermania .Hall to 
discuss the question. 
He has some

geles, but their names are unknown.

with a great deal of incredulity. It 
seems, however, that enough of the 
work has now been executed to thor- 
oughly satisfy the most skeptical, and 
as far as expense or quality of the work 
is.concerned, there IB no longer a shad- 
ow of excuse for protesting against it. 
It would seem that the l=i miles of 
streets which have been transformed 
from roadways well nigh impassible in- 
to streets with a perfectly smooth and 
lasting surface at such trifling expense 
would surely preclude any further ob- 
jection upon the part of the property 
owners. 


"As previously stated, however, some 


people still talk of protesting, although 
it IB encouraging to know this disposi- 
tion is very rapidly dying out. 


"Including the proceedings now In 


print and before the Street Committee, 
within the next four months we will 
have re-macadamized something over 
five miles of worn out streets, and we 
can easily double this figure prior to 
January 1st next, if the people will al- 
low the work to proceed without hin- 
drance. 


"Altogether we have twelve miles of 


streets to re-dress and about two and 
one-half miles additional which should 
be improved with a more lasting pave- 
ment, and, I might add, in the mean- 
time systematic repairs should be con- 
stantly under way on all streets not 
condemned; but on account at lack of 
funds, our patching crews were recent- 
ly laid off. We hope to resume this 
work, however, 
in the 
near future.
